Court orders private 
schools to take blacks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court ruled today that 
private schools may not refuse 
black children because of their 
race and said whites as well as 
blacks are protected under the 
law aginst discrimination ir 
private employment. 
The court made the rulings ir 
separate opinions. It was split 7 
to 2 in deciding the private 
schools case. It ruled unani­ 
mously, but for two partial dis­ 


sents, in the employment case 
involving so-called reverse dis­ 
crimination. 
In 
its 
opinion on private 
schools by Justice Potter Stew­ 
art, the court said such racial 
exclusionary policies are "a 
classsic violation” of federal 
civil rights law. 
The court also rejected the 
argument that the application 
of civil rights law to school ad­ 
missions is an unconstitutional 


invasion of the privacy of tami- 
lies. 
In the private employment 
ruling, the court said the 1964 
Civil Rights Act is ‘‘not limited 
to discrimination against mem­ 
bers of any particular race.” 
The court said the act “prohib­ 
its racial discrimination against 
the white petitioners in this 
case upon the sam e standards 
as would be applicable were 
they Negroes.” 


Justices Byron R. White and 
William H. Rehnquist dissented 
in the private schools opinion, 
saying that the decision was a 
“ political task” which the court 
should not undertake. 
The case revolved around an 
act passed after the Civil War 
guaranteeing all persons the 
right to “ make and enforce 
contracts,” among other things, 
on an equal basis. 
Bobbe’s School and Fairfax- 


Brewster argued that sending a 
child to school is not the kind of 
contract which the act was in­ 
tended to cover. 
The court, however, said the 
law was just as applicable to 
the school situation as to real 
estate transactions, which it 
ruled in 1968 were covered by 
the post-Civil War law. 


Both Fairfax-Brewster and 
Bobbe’s said they did not dis­ 
crim inate on the basis of race.

(AP) — Plans have been made 
by state health officials to in­ 
sure quick distribution of vac­ 
cine to fight the deadly swine 
influenza this fall to insure that 
innoculation of Missourians can 
be accomplished before the 
start of the normal flu season 
in December. 


Both the Missouri State High­ 
way Patrol and the Missouri 
National Guard have pledged 
their support if emergency ef­ 
forts to disburse the vaccine 
are needed should it not be de­ 


livered to Missouri in Septem­ 
ber when expected. 
“We re staying flexible,” said 
James Donoho, director of the 
state Swine Flu Immunization 
Program, in outlining the plans 
for statewide immunization this 
fall on Thursday, but he added 
that he has no reason to believe 
the vaccine will not be avail­ 
able on time. 
The nationwide effort to im­ 
munize the public against an 
expected outbreak this winter 
of the swine flu began earlier 
this year after the death of a 
soldier at Fort Dix, N. J., was 


attributed to the virus. Officials 
have called the immunization 
program “the biggest public 
health effort in American his­ 
tory.” 
Work has been underway for 
some months to develop a vac­ 
cine and federal officials said 
earlier this week that the vac­ 
cine for adults will be ready to 
begin innoculations after Sept. 
6 but it would be late fall or 
early winter before the in­ 
noculations of persons under 24 
years old can begin because of 
problems in developing a prop­ 
er dosage.

(AP) — Letters were being 
sent to prosecuting attorneys 
around the state today advising 
them that they will now have a 
new tool to combat the alarm­ 
ing increase in violent crimes— 
mandatory prison terms. 
Gov. Christopher S. Bond 
signed into law on Thursday a 
bill that will enable prosecutors 
to seek mandatory three-year 
prison sentences without the 
possibility of release against 
persons accused of crimes in­ 
volving the use of a weapon. 
That penalty would have to be 
sought 
under an 
additional 
charge against the defendant. 
“With the rising rate of vio­ 
lent crimes committed with 
dangerous and deadly weapons, 
criminals in our state should be 
served notice that if they com­ 
mit crimes by threatening or 
bringing harm to individuals 
that they will serve an addition­ 
al sentence without possibility 
of early release,” Bond said. 
Calling the bill the “most sig­ 


nificant anti-crime bill” passed 
by the legislature this year, the 
governor said it “marks the be­ 
ginning of a new stage in public 
safety.” The legislation will be­ 
come effective Aug. 13. 
Michael Garrett, director of 
the state Dpeartment of Public 
Safety, said letters were being 
sent today to all prosecutors 
advising them of the new law 
and reminding them that they 
must employe it for it to be­ 
come a real deterrent. 
“It has to be used to be effec­ 
tive," Garrett said, adding that 
the law will still leave dis­ 
cretion with the prosecutor to 
use the additional charge “in a 
responsible fashion so it can be 
a deterrent to violent crime.” 
Opponents of the law have 
charged that it will only result 
in the overcrowding of the 
state’s prison system, already 
beset by a burgeoning inmate 
population, and that similar 
laws in other states have done 
nothing to reduce violence. 
But Bond, while acknowledg­ 


ing that the short-term effect 
may be a rise in prison popu­ 
lations, said he hoped mandato­ 
ry sentencing provisions would 
evenutally deter crimes com­ 
pletely and 
result in little 
“long-range” increase in the 
number of prison inmates. 
George Camp, deputy direc­ 
tor of the Department of Social 
Services, said the impact of the 
sentencing provisions on the 
prison population will probably 
begin to be seen by the middle 
of next year. 
While signing the mandatory 
sentencing measure, however, 
Bond took the opportunity to 
veto another anti-crime bill 
that would have set up a state­ 
wide program for using special 
identifying numbers on person­ 
al property making it easier to 
recover if stolen. 
Bond said he rejected the bill 
because it also included provi­ 
sions that could have subjected 
“innocent citizens” to criminal 
prosecution because they were 
in possession of marked proper­ 


ty without the specific consent 
of the owner or the bill of sale. 
As an alternative, Bond is­ 
sued an executive order direct­ 
ing Garrett to begin a state­ 
wide campaign for voluntary 
participation in a so-called “op­ 
eration Ident” program without 
threat of criminal sanctions. 
Such voluntary programs have 
already been started by a num­ 
ber 
of private 
and 
public 
agencies in the state. 


Among other bills signed by 
the governor Thui sday was one 
permitting 
state 
lawmakers 
who have served interrupted 
terms in the legislature to re­ 
ceive 
retirement 
credit 
for 
terms service before the inter­ 
ruption by only serving two 
years after the interruption.

Another bill is intended to 
bring the state into compliance 
with federal standards for high­ 
way billboards, although some 


officials, including several in

way aid will be assessed. 
But Chief Highway Engineer 
Robert Hunter has said if ef­ 
forts are made to assess such a 
penalty, the state should fight 
them.

republicanism and carried his 
designs against public liberty.” 
Any reader could be forgiven 
for assuming that the subject of 
the editorial was Richard Nixon. 
But the man concerned, also 
accused 
of 
financial 
irregularities, was none other 
than George Washington, the 
first President of the United 
States 
The quotes are from the 
prologue to a new book "The 
Gods of Antenna" by Bruce 
Herschensohn.

by 
Arlington House 
The book is a detailed and 
brilliant 
analysis 
of 
how 
American 
television 
brought 
about the defeat in Vietnam, the 
first in the history of the United 
States The author invites the 
reader to imagine how World 
War II would have gone with 
television: "Americanbombers, 
innocent victims, Americans in 
Normandy; 
on 
B ataan; 
Americans 
everywhere 
on 
television every night " 
Even Intelligence Digest of 
September 
1971 commented: 
"Television plays a very large 
part in the Vietnam war., none 
of the leading politicians has so 


far shown the slightest sign of 
being aware of this very real 
and potent factor which, though 
still in embryo, will steadily 
grow 
and 
could become a 
determining factor in politics.” 
Following in the wake of the 
Vietnnam defeat, the first in 
American history, the Soviet

Only a few months ago, the 
Show-Me State’s 49 delegates to 
the GOP National Convention in 
Kansas City were widely con­ 
ceded to Ford 
The Reagan 
embers leaped into flame at 
congressional district caucuses 
several weeks ago: Ford took 15 
delegates to KC, Reagan took 12, 
and three were uncommitted. In

stake. 
With 
grudging courtesy, the Reagan 
captains accepted their inability 
to stanch the trickle of votes that 
bled from from the Reagan slate 
to Bond, making him the 19th 
delegate by a mere four votes of 
more than 1400.

Danforth, 
making a difficult and probably 
last-chance run at the U.S.

Reagan slate headed by former 
U.S. Rep Thomas Curtis and 
fleshed 
out 
with unknowns, 
political newcomers, local party 
w orkers, 
and 
Reagan 
organizers 
With the picking of Missouri’s 
49 national delegates finished, 
the score is: Reagan, 30; Ford, 
16; 
uncommitted, 
three. 
Nationally, Ford’s debacle in 
Springfield 
may cost 
him 
dearly Although he held onto a 
slim lead over Reagan, the 
Missouri blitz gives Reagan a 
clear 
psychological 
edge 
heading into oncoming delegate 
battles in Iowa, Washington, 
Texas, Montana, New Mexico 
and Utah. 
What in blazes happened’’ The 
Republican 
establishment 
in 
Missouri must be asking itself as 
it licks the Springfield wounds. 
We have some thoughts on 
that score: 
First, 
the President Ford 
Committee in Missouri seems to 
have fallen prey to its penchant 
for organizing things from the 
top down Reagan's only big 
name in Missouri was Curtis. 
But Reagan didn’t need the 
names, because he had the 
votes. 
Reagan’s 
people 
organized from the bottom up, 
starting 
early 
and 
never 
relaxing And they won 
Second, Ford’s pitch when he 
came to Springfield was stun­ 
ningly inept, if his aim was to 
swing enough votes to elect his 
slate at the Shrine. And if that 
wasn’t his aim, why did he come 
to town’’ The President’s impact 
was zero, or very near it. 
Ford and Bond came to town, 
in company with party brass 
John Tower, Howard Baker, and 
Robert Dole, and 
by Ford 
campaign chief Rogers Morton, 
pushing the themes of peace, 
prosperity, and Ford as the 
Republican with a chance to win 
in November. It is hard to 
imagine a line of chatter that 
would mean less to the Reagan 
folk 
Peace? Reagan has all but 
said 
that 
Ford and Henry 
Kissinger are selling the country 
down the river to the Soviets. 
Looking through that sort of 
lens, can the Reagamtes con­ 


sider Ford very much better 
than 
“ some 
D em ocrat?” 
Hardly. 
Prosperity? 
Nothing 
less than a frontal assault on the 
powers of the federal govern­ 
ment is going to satisfy the 
Reaganites, and Gerald Ford, 
plainly, 
isn’t 
taking 
that 
domestic line. The Ford-can-win 
theme? Carried along by a semi­ 
religious zeal, winning is a 
secondary 
issue 
with 
most 
Reaganites. They think they 
WILL win, mind you; but when 
it comes right down to it, they 
would rather be right than 
President. 
Third, Springfield’s role as the 
first major post-primary testing 
of the two men (Illinois gave 
Ford five delegates over the 
weekend) 
leaves 
the 
clear 
impression 
that 
Ford’s 
strategists, 
very 
early 
on, 
woefully 
underestimated 
the 
latent conservative intensity of 
the GOP. Do they remember 
nothing of the Goldwater Putsch 
of 1964? 
Nationally, the verdict on 
Springfield seems to read that 
Gerald Ford came to Missouri in 
bad shape, and left in worse. 
Whether he can douse the other

POLITICAL LESSON 
A month before the nation's 
first presidential primary in 
New 
Hampshire, 
Ronald 
Reagan has collided with the 
first law of politics: 
Never 
depart 
from 
generalities. Above all, never 
make concrete proposals which, 
although 
they 
may 
appear 
reasonable and straightforward 
enough on the surface, require 
the kind of backing and filling 
Mr. Reagan has had to go 
through 
in 
defending 
his 
suggestion that some of the 
functions the federal govern­ 
ment has assumed over the 
years be returned to the in­ 
dividual states. 
In 1972, George McGovern 
was never able to shuck the

T hirty 
con gressm en ,

President Ford, which indicates 
that they believe that the Reds 
are no longer as far away as 90 
miles, but are on the verge of 
taking control of Mexico. If that 
ever happens, the Communists 
will share a virtually unguarded 
border along 1,500 miles of 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona 
and California. 
The 
letter 
that 
the 
30 
congressmen 
sent 
to 
the 
President pointed out the “long 
strides toward the imposition of 
a Communist regime” which 
have been taken by Mexican 
President 
Luis 
Echeverria, 
including “a broadfront attack 
upon private property in all 
forms,” 
“officially 
tolerated 
land 
seizures,” "compulsory 
textbook changes intended to 
indoctrinate young Mexicans 
with a Castroite propaganda,” 
and a proposed amnesty which 
“ would 
release 
hardened 
Communist cadres from prison 
and allow them to enter the 
government.” 
Under 
this 
amnesty, 
the 
Communists who would move 
from prison to government jobs 
would be those who engineered 
the so-called “student revolt” in 
Mexico City in 1968 resulting in 
the deaths of at least a thousand 
people. 
«President 
Echeverria 
has 


welcomed to Mexico the top 
Communist officials who fled 
from Chile after the suicide of 
President 
Salvador 
Allende. 
Echeverria is often seen on 
public platforms with Allende’s 
widow, Hortensia, who now lives 
in Mexico. 
Echeverria set up a “think 
tank” in Mexico for Chilean and 
other 
foreign 
Communists 
called the “Center of Economic 
Investigation and Teaching.” 
Among the laws produced by 
this think tank is the new Law of 
Urban Reform, 
which the 
newspaper El Occidental of 
GuaAdajara says was praised by 
Mrs. AUende as being "identical 
to one which her husband in­ 
tended to impose in Chile.” 
Echeverria is often quoted in 
Communist publications, such 
as New Times, as pledging 
“solidarity with the people of 
Chile waging a struggle against 
fascism.” 
“Fascism” is, of 
course, the Communist term for 
the 
present 
anti-Communist 
Chilean military government. 
The letter to President Ford 
from the 30 congressmen states 
that “Mexico is in turmoil over 
these changes ... which are 
inspired by a large group of 
foreign 
Communists 
and 
Marxists who presently advise 
President 
Echeverria. 
They 
include such notorious Chileans 
as the former foreign minister, 
Clodomira Almeida; the former 
minister of economics, Pedro 
Vuskovic; and the head of the 
far-left Socialist Party, Carlos 
Altamirano.” 
The 
30 
concerned 
congressmen accurately point 
out that the establishment of a 
Castro-type 
or 
Allende-type 
Communist government in 
neighboring Mexico would pose 
“a tremendous danger to the 
United States.” It is an open 
question whether or State 
Department is giving our 
President any more accurate 
information than it did before 
Castro took over Cuba, or before 
Castro’s 
soldiers 
invaded 
Angola and Mozambique.

There was a crowd, a podium, 
and tears...It was the last day of 
his administration and he g«ve 
his final speech as President of 
the United States. Those who 
supported him wept publicly. As 
they listened to him speak, the 
newspaper that had villified him 
since he came to office was 
printing 
its 
final 
editorial 
regarding his administration: 
“The man who is the source of 
all misfortunes of our country is 
this day reduced to a level with 
his fellow citizens, and is no 
longer possessed of power to 
multiply evils upon the United 
States...his name ceases from 
this day to give currency to 
political insults, and to legalize 
corruption. 
“A new era is now opening 
upon us...When a retrospect has 
been 
taken 
of 
his 
ad­ 
ministration, it is a subject of 
the greatest astonishment that a 
single individual should have 
cankered 
the 
principles 
of 
republicanism...and carried his 
designs against public liberty.” 
Any reader could be forgiven 
for assuming that the subject of 
the editorial was Richard Nixon. 
But the man concerned, also 
accused 
of 
financial 
irregularities, was none other 
than George Washington, the 
first President of the United 
States. 
The quotes are from the 
prologue to a new book “The 
Gods of Antenna” by Bruce 
Herschensohn, 
published 
by 
Arlington House. 
The book is a detailed and 
brilliant 
analysis 
of 
how 
American 
television brought 
about the defeat in Vietnam, the 
first in the history of the United 
States. The author invites the 
reader to imagine how World 
War II would have gone with 
television: “Americanbombers, 
innocent victims, Americans in 
Normandy; 
on 
Bataan; 
Americans 
everywhere 
on 
television every night.” 
Even Intelligence Digest of 
September 
1971 commented: 
“Television plays a very large 
part in the Vietnam war...none 
of the leading politicians has so 


far shown the slightest sign of 
being aware of this very real 
and potent factor which, though 
still in embryo, will steadily 
grow and could become a 
determining factor in politics. ” 
Following in the wake of the 
Vietnnam defeat, the first in 
American history, the Soviet 
Union has set up an organization 
to study, for further ex­

FORD’D DISASTER 
Burned alive in 
the Shrine 
SIRENS WAILING, President 
Ford and Gov. Bond screeched 
into Springfield to battle the 
crackling political bonfire built 
by Ronald Reagan. 
Ford and Bond were all but 
burned alive. They got out with 
their skins, and that was about 
all. When the Republican State 
Convention closed down on 
Saturday, 
Ford’s 
frantic 
campaign for Show-Me votes 
was a smoking ruin. 
All the king’s horses and all 
the king’s men... 
To be very cold about the 
events that turned Springfield 
into the Republican Capital of 
the U.S. for a couple of days, 
Ford and Bond were incinerated 


because 
votes. 
It came down to the 1440 
delegates 
who 
sweltered 
through a June Saturday on the 
floor of the Shrine Mosque. 
Quietly, 
relentlessly, from 
county caucuses weeks ago on 
up to the Shrine, Reagan’s field 
marshals in Missouri organized 
themselves into possession of a 
narrow, tough, fervid majority 
that wouldn’t look twice at Air 
Force One...and was stone deaf 
to the wheedling and cajoling of 
the Republican establishment 
figures who lined up behind 
Ford. 
Only a few months ago, the 
Show-Me State’s 49 delegates to 
the GOP National Convention in 
Kansas City were widely con­ 
ceded to Ford. The Reagan 
embers leaped into flame at 
congressional district caucuses 
several weeks ago: Ford took 15 
delegates toKC, Reagan took 12, 
and three were uncommitted. In 
the 
Shrine, 
Reagan’s 
True 
Believers took 18 of 19 delegate 
positions 
at 
stake. 
With 
grudging courtesy, the Reagan 
captains accepted their inability 
to stanch the trickle of votes that 
bled from from the Reagan slate 
to Bond, making him the 19th 
delegate by a mere four votes of 
more than 1400. 
Thehumiliation was acute for 
Atty. 
Gen. 
John 
Danforth, 
making a difficult and probably 
last-chance run at the U.S. 
Senate, and Lt. Gov. William 
Phelps. 
Both ran as Ford 
delegates, and both lost to a 
Reagan slate headed by former 
U.S. Rep. Thomas Curtis and 
fleshed out with unknowns, 
political newcomers, local party 
workers, 
and 
Reagan 
organizers. 
With the picking of Missouri’s 
49 national delegates finished, 
the score is: Reagan, 30; Ford, 
16; 
uncommitted, 
three. 
Nationally, Ford’s debacle in 
Springfield 
may cost him 
dearly. Although he held onto a 
slim lead over Reagan, the 
Missouri blitz gives Reagan a 
clear 
psychological 
edge 
heading into oncoming delegate 
battles in Iowa, Washington, 
Texas, Montana, New Mexico 
and Utah. 
What in blazes happened? The 
Republican 
establishment 
in 
Missouri must be asking itself as 
it licks the Springfield wounds. 
We have some thoughts on 
thatscore: 
First, 
the President Ford 
Committee in Missouri seems to 
have fallen prey to its penchant 
for organizing things from the 
top down. Reagan’s only big 
name in Missouri was Curtis. 
But Reagan didn’t need the 
names, because he had the 
votes. 
Reagan’s 
people 
organized from the bottom up, 
starting 
early 
and 
never 
relaxing. And they won. 
Second, Ford’s pitch when he 
came to Springfield was stun­ 
ningly inept, if his aim was to 
swing enough votes to elect his 
slate at the Shrine. And if that 
wasn’t his aim, why did he come 
to town? The President’s impact 
was zero, or very near it. 
Ford and Bond came to town, 
in company with party brass 
John Tower, Howard Baker, and

and by Ford 
campaign chief Rogers Morton, 
pushing the themes of peace, 
prosperity, and Ford as the 
Republican with a chance to win 
in November. It is hard to 
imagine a line of chatter that 
would mean less to the Reagan 
folk.

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The Edge of War

WASHINGTON - Armies and 
navies, some of them armed 
with hydrogen-headed missiles, 
are poised on the edge of war in 
the Middle East on the African 
continent and along the Russian- 
Chinese border. 
We have studied intelligence 
reports and interviewed top 
defense officials to determine 
the prospects for war or peace. 
Here is our assessment: 
- MIDDLE EAST: Senior 
military officials describe the 
Middle East as a “boiling 
cauldron" and a “witches’ brew" 
where "anything can happen." 
They also fear, in the words of 
one high official that the situa­ 
tion “will get worse before it gets 
better." 
•Part of the problem is that the 
orthodox power struggles -- 
Arab vs. Jew. Christian vs. 
Moslem, pro-Soviet vs. pro- 
American -- have become blur­ 
red by the politics of chaos. 
The most explosive spot, of 
course, is Lebanon which is in 
the grip of anarchy. Intelligence 
reports indicate the situation is 
“out of control" of anyone, in­ 
cluding the Syrian forces on the 
scene. 
- AFRICA: Respite the 


Soviet-Cuban success in Angola, 
U.S. strategists regard the 
triumph as a ‘‘very short-term 
gain." The appearance of Soviet- 
backed Cuban forces in Angola, 
according to a Pentagon assess­ 
ment, has upset such African na­ 
tions as Tanzania, Uganda, Zaire 
and Zambia. 
These young nations were far 
from pro-American, but the 
Soviet-Cuban incursion on the 
African continent has helped to 
break dow n age-old antagonisms 
and to unite these nations against 
the Communist threat 
T here has also been a 
beneficial effect for the United 
States in South America. The in­ 
tervention of a Cuban expedi­ 
tionary force in faraway Angola 
“has scared the pants off' Fidel 
Castro’s Latin American neigh­ 
bors, sa id one P en ta g o n 
strategist. 
Latin American nations are 
painfully aware that, if Castro's 
troops can tight on the African 
continent, they could more easily 
move against any nation in South 
America. Many Latins fear 
Castro “ is practicing" in Africa 
lor adventures in South America, 
according to Pentagon planners. 
The result has been to make 


South American governments 
njore dependent upon the 
United States for protection. 
This was a subject that Secre­ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
discussed with Latin leaders on 
his recent South American tour, 
say our sources. 
- ASIA: Intelligence reports 
claim that the Soviets now have 
approximately 25 per cent of 
their available combat ground 
and tactical forces dug in along 
the cold, barren Russian- 
Chinese border. 
This has caused concern in the 
P entagon whose military 
strategists still consider Russia, 
not China, to be the greater 
threat to the United States. 
Watch on Waste: The Social 
Security Administration, whose 
dwindling trust funds are al­ 
r e a d y t h r e a t e n e d w ith 
bankruptcy, plans to construct a 
$69 million computer center that 
isn’t needed. 
Confidential audits, now in our 
possession, show that Social 
Security already has installed 
advanced computer systems 
“ far in excess of its needs." 
According to a recent in­ 
vestigation conducted by the 
General Accounting Office, the 
agency's present computers are 
easily capable of supporting 
more than twice the current 
workload. 
The government auditors dis­ 
covered, to their astonishment, 
that even on the busiest days the 
computers were utilized an 
average of 25 per cent below 
capacity. 
Yet in spite of these findings. 
Social Security is going ahead 
with plans to expand its com­ 
puter system Tlie proposed 969 


million computer center is only 
part of the money the agency 
wants to siphon from its trust 
funds. 
Already, it is constructing a 
$2.3 million addition to its pre­ 
sent computer facilities. Four 
huge computers will also be in­ 
stalled in November at a cost of 
$25 million. 
To top it all, the agency would 
like to overhaul its computer 
operations at an estimated grand 
cost of $400 million to $500 
million. 
The GAO auditors found prob­ 
lems at the agency's data pro­ 
cessing center, all right, but con­ 
cluded these were organizational 
and personnel problems. 
“We do not believe that the 
way to solve these problems is to 
add more equipment," declared 
the GAO report "On the contr­ 
ary, reduction of the number of 
systems could help to ease the 
management problem.” 
Social Security contends that 
its existing facilities are out-of- 
date, that a complete "top to bot­ 
tom" overhaul is necessary’ to 
continue uninterrupted delivery 
of Social Security checks, that 
the GAO conclusions are based 
on an inadequate survey and 
that a Boeing Co. study shows 
that the GAO findings hinge on 
inconclusive data. 
Footnote: Rep. Charles Vanick, 
D.-Ohio, chairman of the power­ 
ful House Ways and Means over­ 
sight subcommittee, has written 
the Social Security commissioner 
a fiery letter calling upon him to 
“immediately suspend” the ex­ 
pansion of the computer 
facilities. Our congressional 
sources say hearings probably 
will be held to back up Vanick s 
demand.

REAGAN'S $90 BILLION 
POLITICAL LESSON 
A month before the nation’s 
first presidential primary in 
New 
Hampshire, 
Ronald 
Reagan has collided with the 
first law of politics: 
Never 
depart 
from 
generalities. Above all, never 
make concrete proposals which, 
although 
they 
may appear 
reasonable and straightforward 
enough on the surface, require 
the kind of backing and filling 
Mr. Reagan has had to go 
through 
in 
defending 
his 
suggestion that some of the 
functions the federal govern­ 
ment has assumed over the 
years be returned to the in­ 
dividual states. 
In 1972, George McGovern 
was never able to shuck the 
image of irresponsibility and 


harebrainedness 
he 
created 
with his scheme to send every 
American a check for $1,000, 
even after he became his party’s 
nominee and no longer had to 
contend with rival Democrats as 
well as the opposition. 
It remains to be seen whether 
Reagan 
can 
overcome 
the 
similar handicap he has im­ 
posed upon himself so early in 
this election year. The media, 
gleefully abetted by the sup­ 
porters of President Ford, has 
latched onto Reagan’s “190- 
billion plan” like a mutt that has 
sunk its teeth into a postman’s 
ankle. 
By contrast, nobody knows

WASHINGTON- Usually a 
cautious man, eschewing his old 
bus-driver-caught-in-rush-hour- 
traffic earthiness when con­ 
versing 
with 
outsiders, 
Teamsters’ chief Frank (Fitz) 
Fitzsimmons let euphoria get 
the best of him at his Las Vegas 
convention and rushed in where 
even his angels fear to tread. 
By telling all critics to go to 
hell and permitting the White 
House to send its top Labor 
Department officials to woo him 
in pre-election buddy talk, Fitz 
gave the investigation-oriented 
Senate the chance it has been 
seeking to probe “the hell” out 
of his besieged 2.3 million- 
member 
(40,000 contracts) 
brotherhood. The searching will 
crackle through two or three 
years of hearings. It will begin 
shortly, with U.S. Secretary of 
Labor Bill Usery and his pension 
protection chief James 
Hut­ 
chinson, administrator of the 
pension and welfare benefit 
programs, on a Senate witness 
stand. 
Shortly after the silver-haired 
Usery told the 
Teamsters’ 
recent convention that “I belong

The 
only time you have to be care­ 
ful is when the final finish wUl 
be lacquer, which acts as a 
kind of remover on varnish. 


Q. — I want to apply lacquer, 
over a table top. The present 
finish is in good condition. Does 
it have to be removed? 
A. — Not if it’s lacquer. If 
it’s varnish, the new lacquer 
wiU tend to wrinkle the old fin­ 
ish.

DEAR DR. LAMB - 1 have 
had troublesome bowels all 
my life and for the past few 
years have tried including 
some roughage in my daily 
diet. I very much like bran 
muffins but I wonder if the 
roughage effect of the bran is 
lost when it is in the form of 
muffins. Is it? 
DEAR READER — No. One 
important way of increasing 
the cereal fiber in your diet is 
to use real whole-wheat bread 
and baked products containing 
bran. Watch out for some of 
the commercial breads claim­ 
ing to be whole-wheat. Read 
the label carefully as much 
whole-wheat bread is made 
with about half white flour 
and then artificially colored. 
A tea-cup of All-Bran or 
Bran Buds or two tea-cups of 
Bran Flakes will meet your 
daily needs for cereal fiber. 
There is more to preventing 
bowel problems than just 
bran. I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 2-1, 
Spastic or Irritable Colon and 
Constipation, to help you.

DEAR READER — For the 
benefit of others let me say at 
the outset that anyone who 
develops any difficulty in 
swallowing must consult a 
physician at once.

It is associated 
with anxiety. I would presume 
that the anxiety and problem 
that you are having is really 
responsible for the dizziness 
and confusion as well as the 
lump in your throat. It may 
also be contributing to your 
rise in blood pressure. Excess 
nervousness or tension and 
a n x i e t y 
is s o m e t i m e s 
associated with peptic ulcers. 
It is an underlying cause in 
many cases. The anxiety 
produces a sensation of a 
lump in the throat by causing 
improper contractions of the 
normal muscles in the es­ 
ophagus and throat area 
responsible for swallowing. 
You may need to ask your 
doctor to see if he can refer 
you to a psychiatrist for some 
evaluation of the emotional 
conflict that you must have 
even though you may not be 
aware of it. It’s possible that a 
professional could help you 
enough that it would also im­ 
prove your symptoms of diz­ 
ziness, confusion and help to 
decrease the significance of 
your blood pressure problems. 
At least you are on the right 
track.

The state will save at least 
“a couple hundred thousand

Court ruling to save millions 
says Missouri budget director

(AP) — A U.S. Supreme Court 
decision overturning the exten­ 
sion of federal minimum wage 
and 
overtime provisions to 
state and local government 
workers will save the state mil­ 
lions of dollars it would other­ 
wise have been forced to spend, 
according to Budget Director 
Mark Edelman. 
“Had the decision gone the 
other way it would have cost us 
a bundle,” Edelman said short­ 
ly after the high court issued 
its opinion Thursday. 


The major portion of the rul­ 
ing, however will not reduce 
state personnel expenditures 
because those federal wage 
provisions had not been in force 
pending the high court ruling. 
The state will save at least 
“a couple hundred thousand 
dollars“, Edelman said, be­ 
cause the 5-4 ruling of the high 
court also reversed a 1968 deci­ 
sion under which the state had 
been forced to pay minimum 
wages to mental patients work­ 
ing in state mental hospitals. 
Working patients at the Ful­ 


ton State Hospital, the state’s 
largest mental health facility, 
had been receiving higher than 
traditional wages under that 
1968 decision, Edelman said. 
The decision against applying

transcribed it as an “ Old 
MacMonkey.” 
“We never could figure out 
what that meant,” reviews 
Browning. 
While the trial was still on, 
he went home one night and 
read an interview with Bill 
and Emily Harris, Patty’s 
SLA com panions, in New 
Times Magazine. The article 
referred to a stone relic in the 
shape of a monkey face that 
Willie once gave to Patty. 
“That rang a bell,” says 
Browning. 
The next morning, he con­ 
tacted the FBI and asked for a 
review of the articles found in 
Patty’s purse at the time of 
her capture. He vaguely 
remembered a stone artifact. 
The FBI reported there was a 
small stone in the shape of a 
head among the contents. 
“ Old MacMonkey. . .Old 
Mac. . .it still didn’t seem to 
make sense,” notes Brow­ 
ning. He c o n t a c t e d an 
anthropologist from UCLA to 
look over the tiny talisman. 
The man’s speciality was 
M e x ic a n 
a r c h a e l o g i c a l 
periods. He quickly verified 
the fact that the stone in Pat­ 
ty's purse, like the one on 
Willie Wolfe, was an “Olmec" 
monkey — referring to a 
period in Mexican Indian 
culture. It’s not really a 
monkey — Mexicans refer to 
all such trinkets as “momos” 
(monkey). 
In his final summation to 
the jury, Browning displayed 
the little stone head found in 
Patty’s purse after her arrest. 
He described the one found 
under Wolfe’s chared body. 
And he m used about her 
carrying the matching ar­ 
tifact around more than a 
year after Wolfe’s death. 
“She couldn’t stand him,” 
he said pointedly to the jurors, 
“and yet there is that little 
stone face that can’t say 


anything. I submit to you it 
can tell us a lot.” 
The Olmec monkey was a 
telling blow against Patty’s 
testimony. 
Browning, 
chortling, 
is 
quite aware that he was sup­ 
posed to be the bumbler and 
Bailey the master strategist. 
But he feels Bailey didn’t un­ 
derstand the turf on which he 
was operating and therefore 
made some grave tactical 
mistakes, among them the 
“character assassination” of 
Dr. Joel Fort, the psychiatric 
expert for the prosecution.

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Kuhn orders Finley to play trio 


NEW YORK (AP) — Baseball Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn went to bat again and took a swing at a pitch of 
Oakland A’s owner Charles Finley. 
If Kuhn thought he had hit a game-winning homer, he 
quickly learned there are more innings to be played 
before this game is over. 
Kuhn announced Thursday he was directing Finley 
l lint Vida Blue, Rollie Fingers and Joe Rudi be allowed to 
rejoin the A’s immediately. 
Finley’s next pitch was that Kuhn could expect a $10 
million lawsuit today. 
The ruling and Finley’s reaction were the latest in a 
wild chain of events which began the night of June 15 
when Finley sold the trio for a total of $3.5 million. Blue 
was sold to the New York Yankees for $1.5 million, while 
Rudi and Fingers were purchased by Boston for a million 


dollars each. 
The sale of the players set off a storm of protest by 
owners and managers, with Minnesota Twins President 
Calvin Griffith calling it “a dark day for baseball.” 
Kuhn later held a hearing into the sales and shocked 
most people a week ago by rejecting them and ordering 
that the trio be kept on the Oakland roster. 


Finley then threatened legal action and ordered A’s 
Manager Chuck Tanner to not use the trio and not allow 
them to be with the team during its games. 


Thursday Kuhn met with Paul Corvino, a business con­ 
sultant for Blue. Corvino indicated a multi-million dollar 
lawsuit was hanging over the commissioner’s head con­ 
cerning a three-year contract for Blue’s services which 
was signed prior to his sale. Corvino said that Blue would 


be coming to New Y one ioaay u> meet witn lawyers and 
analyze the situation.” 
Blue later claimed Corvino was pitching without being 
sent into the game by the left-hander and said in 
Anaheim it might be Corvino he takes into court. 
“Corvino had no authority to finalize a contract for me. 
He had no power of attorney,” Blue said after rejoining 
the A’s for last night’s game. 


All three players were in the Oakland dugout at 
Anaheim Thursday, but were not used. Rudi said he was 
depressed over his inactivity, but didn’t expect to be 
used. 
“I just want to play somewhere. It’s been a dismal two 
weeks.” 
And despite the ruling, it may be a while before the 


players are used again. 
They weren’t used in Thursday’s 2-1 loss at Anaheim 
and if they aren’t used soon Kuhn may take additional 
action. 
Although his ruling did not specifically say Finley had 
to play the trio, Kuhn indicated in an interview he wanted 
them to play. 
“Lee MacPhail (the AL President) and I both feel they 
should be playing ... not only in uniform, but playing,” 
Kuhn said. 
“We’re going to Federal Court in Chicago Friday 
morning to file a $10 million lawsuit,” Finley said. “My 
attorney feels the latest edict shows bad faith by Kuhn. 
It’s not the first time he has shown that to me and the 
A’s.”

(AP) - 
Following its premiere three- 
month showing here starting 
June 30, an exhibition that ex­ 
amines the role of women dur­ 
ing a dramatic period in Amer­ 
ican history will be on view 
through 1977 in a number of 
cities across the nation. 
“ . . . R e m e m b e r t h e 
Ladies...Women 
in

1750-1815” provides an overview 
of the domestic life and fluc­ 
tuating status of all American 
women 
— 
society 
women, 
working women, American In­ 
dian women, slaves and in­ 
dentured servants — from the 
Revolution to the height of the 
Republican Era. 
Many of its documents, arti­ 
facts and works of art, on loan 
from private collections, mu­ 
seum and historical societies, 
will he on national view for the 
first time, according to Conover 
Hunt, a noted American cura­ 
tor who organized the show, 
jointly sponsored by Clairol and 
Philip Morris Inc. 
“The exhibition is a redis­ 
covery of the 
diverse 
role 
played by women during the 


era of American independence, 
a story largely ignored, sup­ 
pressed or forgotten today,” 
says Miss Hunt, former direc­ 
tor of the DAR Museum in 
Washington, whose search for 
material took her to 110 mu­ 
seums and private collections. 
‘‘In the middle of the 18th 
century, American women had 
achieved a status they would 
not regain until our own time,” 
she adds. “But from 1750 to 
1815, the status of women de­ 
clined sharply. Upper class 
women of the early 19th centu­ 
ry withdrew from economic 
and political life, opting for do­ 
mesticity and dependence.”

all 
others, 
including 
slaves and Indian women, free­ 
dom and opportunity became 
more elusive. In the process, 
the very real and substantial 
role of women in the creation 
of American independence was 
literally forgotten. The written 
history of the period not only 
diminished women’s role; it all 
but obliterated it. 
The exhibition fills in that 
gap in our nation's history by

Miss Hunt 
points out. 
Its highlights include: the 
lives of Revolutionary-era wom­
